(vil) The number and value of engines imported in the past in 
any one financial year and the makes imported together 
with evidence of past imports. 

3. In the case of applicants who have already submitted their 
applications for licences, the information referred to in para. 2 above 
should be furnished separately to this office as early as possible but 
In any case not later than the 28th February 1955.
